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1, ‘This report gives some indication of typical Russian censorship practices, 
as exercised upon the CDU's Halle newspaper, "Der Neue Weg." The follow- 
ing emendations were made to the proef sheets of the 7 February 1947 number: 
"the misstep of a great (German) people” was changed to ...of our people"; 
references to coal and fuel shortages in Merseburg and Magdeburg were struck 
out; a local color story on the price of dog flesh on the black market was 
removed; an ADN diepatch on the Mader murder case was crossed out with the 
order thet the "Freiheit" (SED newspaper) version of this story be inserted 
in its place. 


9, ‘The 11 February 1947 edition of "Der Neue Weg" contained a fevilleton on the 
“Life of the Russian poet and playwright, Alexander Pushkin. The censor 
objected to the following items in this piece: reference to the fact that 
Pushkin's father was a milatto and that his Negro grandfather was one of 
the Czar’s body-servants; mention that Pushkin's wife was not worthy of him 
and that he was killed in a duel over her; mention that Pushkin hed had the 
"privilege" of receiving a French sducation. A reference to "the extremity 
of our (German) economic destitution" in another article on the founding ” 
of the Halle Chamber of Technology was also censored. 
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3. An article in the 14 February 1947 iseus on the opening of the Sachsen- 
Anhalt Landtag contained Deputy Nuschke's speech of thanks to Marshal 
Sokoloveky. The deputy averred that the marshal's deeds had marked "the 
beginning of a new era of trusted ccoperation between the occupation 
authorities and the civil population." This comment. was removed by the 
censor. In an article on the same page describing a rally organized to 
aid refugees from the ancexed prowinces to the east, references to "Volk 
und Vaterland*® and to "strong roots in the old soil" were struck cut, as _ 
wag also the remark that *The entire German people is duty~bound to share =~ 
the sacrifices cf the deportees." In another description of the opsning as 
of the landtag, Miniater President Pibener was quoted as promising that 
rumors of corruption in various government departinent.s would be investigated. 
All references to this investigation were deleted by the censor.

he Two articles from the 16 February 1947 issue were sevapped in their entirety 
- besause they had not yet appeared in "Neue Zeit", the Berlin CDU organ. 
. & piece on relief for refugees from the eastern provinces was also gone 
over by the cengor's pencil so that the article was made to appear to be an 
appeal for aid to refugees in general, whatever their origin. Ho references 
to the East were retained in the article. A statement to the effect that.

was likewise renoved. « description of the oresent tine as an "era of 
eoods shortav.-' was reneved by the consor in another article. A dis-~ 
patch on the reconstruction of « vesscu hospital mentioned that aid had 
been received from ubrozd.
